Washington, May 24.—In a letter de- 


fending the estimates of population re- 
cently Issued by the census bureau Di- 
rector North Incidentally gives nn en- 
tlmatc of the populatfon of the United 
State* under tlu: census to bo taken 
In JOll). placing the figures nt S9.041.- 
•430. 
Tho director snys that this In- 


dicates a percentage of Increase of 
17.2. as compared with 20.7 In tho 
decade 1890-190U. but ho admits that 
events are possible-In tho future do- 
veloprscnt of the country Which will 
put this estimate awry. 


Speaking of tho estimate recently 


published, Mr. North says that It has 
been of very great benefit to tho coun- 
try. 
He says, however, that the es- 


timates by no means form a census 
nor do thc,y represent local conditions. 


"Each estimate." he says, "rests 


upon n 
hypothesis Hulllclently ac- 


curate for most statistical purposes— 
the hypothesis that tho 'annual 
In- 


crease of population since 1WIO Is one- 
tenth of -the total Increase rrom !«!(() 
to 1900 ns established by tho census 
enumerations. 


"In only ono clnss of cas s had the 


census deviated from n strict adher- 
ence to this 
hypothesis 
nnd 
en- 


deavored to make allowance for dis- 
turbing local factors. 
These are the 


cases In which growth has boon af- 
fected by annexations of new terri- 
tory, either ^before or since the cen- 
sus of IDflO. 
Whore such annexations 


have occurred their effect on the popu- 
lation has been carefully calculated 
after correspondence with the local 
authorities, city engineer, mayors, as- 
sessors, etc. 


"In all well-settled communities tho 


hypothesis Is found to como remark- 
nbly close to tho actual fact when test- 
ed by similar computation based on 
the growth In previous census dec-' 
ades. 
For such communities the es- 


timates can be safely accepted In pref- 
erence to calculations based on direc- 
tory canvasses, school canvasses, in- 
crease of postolllce business or ballots 
cast at elections. 
Experience almost 


Invariably demonstrates that 
those 


methods of determining population are 
unreliable." 


He admits that tho estimate Is like- 


ly to prove too small In cities of ex- 
ceptionally rapid growth.

The deadly amnnlta has an Inviting 
odor anil pleasant taste when raw. 
and' after being cooked and eaten It 
gives no token of Its fatal resources 
until six or twelve hours after. Noi- 
ls the ready peeling of the skin a 
sufficient test.

amanlta will 


peel with a degree of accommodation 
that would at once settle Its claims 
as a "mushroom" In 
the popular 


ptnse. 
Tho discoloration of silver 


is also a worthless test. The aman- 
lla In its fresh condition has abso- 
lutely no effect oil silver. The stem 
being easily pulled out of the rap ap- 
plies to several edible species, but 
equally so to the 
poisonous.

The Poisonous "Fly." 


The 
poisonous :.|y mushroom, an 


other of tho amanlta family, has a 
brilliant cap of yellow, orange, or 
even scarlet, with whllo or greyish 
raised spots. It grows In the woods, 
often beneath hemlocks and poplars 
It was to this species that the Czar 
Alexis of Russia owed his death. Tilt 
lower half of tho stem Is nhaggy niu! 
torn and beset with loose, project 
nig wooly points which resolve them- 
selves below Into scales with loose 
tlpn curved outward, and so distinctly 
disposed upon tbo bulbous base as 
to leave no marked definition of tin 
continuous rl;n or opening of n cup 
or socket. 
Portions of tho ruptured 


volva* adhere firmly to the 
smooth 


skin of tho cap and appear like scat 
tered drops of mud which have dried' 
upon It. 
Notwithstanding Its fatal 


character this mushroom Is said to 
be habitually eaton by certain pen 
pies on whom tho poUun simply act» 
as an intoxicant. Other spocioH pro 
iluce nausea and other unpleasant ef- 
fects but the amniiltaK appear to be 
Hio only ones whose poisons arc- fa 
lal. 


Some of the Species. 


. The.first of tho miiulirooms to mako 
their appearance In this region,, ac 
cording to the Jancsvlllo mycologlr.ls, 
are the little Inky caps.

The oyster 
mushroom

It makes Its 
appearance early In May, for a short 
time In June, and again with the com- 
ing of tho frost In the fall. 
In struc- 


tine It Is unlike the various species 
that have been mentioned In that It 
grows sldowise from Its position, the 
stem-being usually lateral, tliat Is to 
say growing on the side of the pilous 
or caji, and very short. T.he color of 
the upper surface Is light brown or 
buff, varying to yellowish ashen and 
tho gills are dirty white of various 
lengths. Tho taste Is agreeable, sug- 
gesting tho flavor of the cooked oys- 
ter and Indeed It may be cooked and 
served In all uf the various ways In 
which tho bivalve Is employed. . A 
half a biiKbel of these edible fungi 
may frequently be cut from a single 
Btump.
